ment of them. 

Ales Bebler of Yugoslavia told 
reporters after the committee 
meeting that the American com- 
promise, “in the main, is not ac- 
ceptable.” It was not expected 
to be acceptable to Russia, either. 

Other Developments, 

Other U.N. developments: 

1. Marshall Plan—Sweden and 
Norway supported the Marshall 
plan for American economic aid 
to Europe, but both would like 
‘to*see more use of U.N. ma- 
chinery for such aid.

Talks With Leaders. 

We talked to.-men dike Jan 
Masaryk, Czechoslovakia’s For- 
eign Minister, who once worked in 
a Pittsburgh iron. foundry and 
married the boss’s daughter. We 
talked to meni like Matyas Rakosi, 
the Hungarian Communist leader, 
who passed 16 years in jail 
for political activity, nine of them 
in solitary confinement. After be- 
ing traded to the Soviet Union for 
four old Hungarian battle flags, 
he went to Moscow to complete his 
training for political leadership. 

We decided to break down our 
report into subjects, to point out | 
the similarities and the dissimi- 
larities and to begin with a de- 
scription of our efforts to obtain 
the factual information we sought.

ITALY 10 RETAIN 
NAVAL VESSELS 


Renounces Claim to War 
Prizes — Battleships, 
Other Combat Craft 


Must Be Scrapped. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
The United States is renouncing 
an Italian battleship and other 
war vessels awarded it under the 
peace treaty as a part of current 
efforts to aid Italy’s non-Commu- 
nist Government. 

American officials reported this 
today after Foreign Minister Carlo 
Sforza disclosed the action with- 
out details in the Constituent As- 
sembly in Rome, 

The battleship and other combat 
craft must be scrapped and cannot 
be added to the postwar Italian 
Navy as its composition is fixed in 
the peace treaty. Italy, however, 
may keep any auxiliary vessels 
such as tugs and tankers which 
are returned, Also it will be saved 
the eost of putting the combat 
ships into operating condition be- 
fore handing them over—a treaty 
reguirement. 

Officials here said they don’t

DETROIT, Oct. 4 (AP)—Walter 
P. Reuther, CIO United Auto 
Workers’ president, today for- 
warded to General Motors Corp. a 
“preliminary statement of mini- 
mum standards that must be met 
under any pension program so far 
as the union is concerned.”

for pheasants, has clamped down 


Under a new law that went into 
effect July 1, visitors are not al- 
lowed to hunt migratory water- 
fowl or big game—including deer, 
elk and antelope—at any time. 


Non-residents who are after up- 
land game birds — pheasants, 
grouse and prairie chickens 
must wait this year until 10 days 
of the season have elapsed before 


they can start hunting. This re- 
striction means that they will be 
barred from shooting grouse until 
next Saturday and pheasants un- 
til noon Oct. 21. 


In addition,“ the hunter from 
another state must do all his up- 


Solunar periods, 


land game shooting in 10 consecu- 
tive days. If he wishes to hunt 
both grouse and pheasants, the 
allotted 10 days must be arranged 
to cover both seasons available 
to non-residents. 


Another innovation is the 
“transportation stamp” that must 
be purchased by a visitor in every 
county in which he kills birds. 
The cost of each stamp is $3. The 
non-resident license fee remains 
at $20. 


More bad news is the reduction 
announced in the daily bag limit 
for pheasants applicable to resi- 
dents and non-residents, and in 
reduced shipping allowance, which 
applies only to non-residents. 


New Limit on Shipments. 


The bag limit for pheasants has. 
been reduced to three male birds 
a day—in all counties permitting 
hunting. No hens may be shot. 
Last year the daily limit in most 
South Dakota counties was five, 
with one hen permitted. In some 
counties, two hens could be shot. 


This year only 15 birds may be 
shipped out, compared with 25 
last year. The restriction of 15 
applies to both pheasants and 
grouse. A hunter, for example, 
wishing to take out of the state 
five grouse could then ship only 
10 pheasants. 


N. E. McEachron, assistant di- 
rector of the South Dakota De- 
partment of Fish, Game and 
Parks, said the new laws were 
passed by the state Legislature 
chiefly at the request of sports- 
men’s group and without pressure 
from his department. 


The theory behind the regula- 
tion requiring non-residents to 
wait until 10 days after the start 
of the season, so far as he could 
learn, McEachron said, is that 
the birds would be more mature 
when the visiting hunter arrives, 


Some North Dakotans have 
come to the conclusion, McEach- 
ron stated, that the non-resident 
hunter is sometimes careless in 
destroying young birds. 

He explained that the bag lim- 
its have been reduced because 
the state’s pheasant population is 
“down considerably.” 

“We want to protect the brood 
stock; that’s why the hen is pro- 
tected this year,” McEachron said. 
“Hatching conditions have been 
very poor for the past three years,

SCATTERING OF INDUSTRIES 


Move Advisable, 


AND LABORATORIES URGED 


Possibilities of Atomic Warfare Make Such 


Tells Truman. 


Research Board 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4 (AP)— 
“The possibilities of atomic war- 
fare” make it advisable for key 
industries, scientists and labora- 
tories to be scattered more widely 


throughout the nation, the Scien- 
tific Research Board told Presi- 
dent Truman tonight. E 

The report, by Chairman Jenn 
R. Steelman, a Presidential assist- 
ant, also proposed a complete 
overhaul of the Government sci+ 
enee program to give the Presi- 
dent tight control over it. It fur- 
ther proposed top salaries for Gov- 
ernment scientists be increased 
from $10,000 a year to $15,000 to 
attract more outstanding men. 

It said the United States pro- 
gram needs to be organized and 
directed more accurately toward 
national goals, eliminating dupli- 
cating work done by various Gov- 
ernment departments. : 

The report said 65 per cent of 
Army and Navy contracts for re- 
search and development were held 
by 10 large firms in January. Dur- 
ing the war 12 large universities 
received 48 per cent of $20,000,000 
spent for research. Most of the 
fiirms and universities are in the 
industrial northeast. 

Pinpoint Bombing. 

In some fields, such as aviation 
research, it is “inevitable” that re- 
search contracts will be held by 
a limited number of corporations, 
the report said.’But, after listing 
other reasons why contracts 
should be distributed as widely as 
possible among universities and 
firms, it added:

$200,000,000. 

The report said the Govern- 
ment now has two billion dollars 
invested in laboratories and equip- 
ment and employs 30,000 scientists.

Recommendations. 

It recommended: 

1. The creation, by executive 
order, of an inter-departmental 
committee on scientific research 
and development. It would con- 
sist of chiefs of bureau and other 
officials “deeply concerned with 
scientific research and develop- 
ment.” | 

The committee would study the 
science programs, of both Govern- 
ment and non-Government agen- 
cies, and work toward a balanced 
and integrated program. It would 
report to the President direct, but 
would be advisory only. 

2. That Congress create a na- 
tional science foundation, its 
board to be appointed by the 
President. Half the members 
would be from government re- 
search agencies and half from 
among “the most eminent scient- 
ists and educators outside gov- 
ernment.” Its job primarily would 
be to pass upon federal grants for 
the support of basic research in 
colleges. 


ILLINOIS MINING 
CHIEF STILL HAS 
DRIVEAT 70 YEARS 


Friends Think He Will Be 
Able to Take Care of 
Himself and -Responsi- 


ble Job. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill. Oct. 4 
(UP) — When Gov. Dwight H. 
Green named 78-year-old Thomas 
Moses of Danville to head Illinois’s 
mines and minerals department 
this week, one reporter said: “He’s 
a nice guy, but he’s too old. They'll 
cut his throat over there at the 
statehouse.” 


People who know Moses are not 
so sure about that. They say the 
short, white-haired former miner 
still has a lot of the drive that 
carried him from his first job as 
an il-year-old mine “trapper” to 
a vice-presidency of the U.S. Stee] 
Corp, and the presidency of two of 
its subsidiaries. 


His friends point out, too, that 
Moses once was a mule driver— 
an occupation nicely suited tg, de- 
velop the patience and determina- 
tion that an Illinois mines director 
needs if he intends to enforce the 
state’s mining laws. 

Moses has displayed no signs of 
senility since he came to Spring- 
field. He walked into a mining 
board hearing Wednesday morn- 
ing a few hours after his appoint- 
ment was announced. 

Tomorrow he is scheduled to 
meet the state mine inspectors 
+here and talk over Illinois’s new 
mine safety laws—laws which he 


him responsible for the support of 
his sister and stepntother at the 
age of 13. 

Although the latter half cof his 
career was spent as an executive, 
Moses is a former member of the 
United Mine Workers and has 
known UMW Chief John L, Lewis 
for years. He also is well ac- 
quainted with Illinois leaders of 
the UMW and the Independent 
Progressive Mine Workers of 
America. 


Moses came out of a retirement 
which started in 1946 to succeed 
Prof. Harold L. Walker of the 
University of Illinois as mines di- 
rector. Walker was appointed last 
April 1 to succeed Robert M. Me- 
dill, who resigned under fire after 
the Centralia explosion. Walker 
made it clear then that he took 
the job on condition that it would 
be temporary. 

The new director said he took 
over the job with-no preconceived 
ideas and wanted to “look around” 
before announcing staff changes 
or new policies, if any. 

He said he did not consider the 
post merely a temporary assign- 
ment and expected to continue in 
it “until I succeed or fail.”

AID IS NOT CERTAIN 


Representative Case, Sail- 
ing for Home, Says Na- 
tions Better Not Count 
On Too Much Help. 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, Oct, 
4 (AP) —Representative Francis 
Case ep.), South Dakota, end- 
ing a 25-day tour of Britain and 
the Continent, advised European 
countries today to stop “kidding 
themselves” that United States 
financial assistance under the 

program. was a  cer- 


Case sailed on the liner Queen 
Mary today with 18 other mem- 
bers of a special House commit- 
tee on foreign aid headed by Rep- 
resentative Christian A. Herter 
(Rep.), Massachusetts. Most mem- 
bers said they would withhold 
comment until the committee’s re- 
port is complete. 

Representative Charles W. Vur- 
sell (Rep.), Illinois, reporting his 
“personal observations” while 
serving with Case as a member 
of the sub-committee on Germany 
and Austria, said he did not find 
conditions “serious enough in 
these two countries to make a 
special session of Congress néc- 
essary.” 

“While conditions are bad in 
Germany,” Vé@rsell declared, “I 
was happy to find the situation 
is less critical than I had ex- 
pected.” 

In Berlin yesterday, Chairman 
John Taber (Rep.), New York, of 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee said he saw no reason for a 
special session on European aid 
questions before December “be- 
cause the facts won’t be available 
before that.” 

Case said in discussing the Mar- 
shall plan: 

“There is no use in them kidding 
themselves on this matter. 

“These countries which are look- 
ing for aid would be well advised 
if they were to do all they could 
for themselves and not count too 
much on too much aid from else- 
where.” 

Speaking of the phrase 
Marshall offer,” Case said: 

“That seems to be an impression 
in England and all through Eu- 
rone, and unfortunately I think, 
not corrected by the State Depart- 
ment or the Administration as it 
should have been. 

“If Marshall was empowered by 
Congress to make -ny offer it has 
been without my knowledge. 

“There has been a regrettable 
lack of ‘effort on the ‘part .of our 
Administration officials to make 
clear what the true situation is. 

“The discovery that there are 
little funds available for interim 
aid may have an educative effect. 

“While I think Congress will

' give careful and even sympathetic 


considerations to conditions that 
will be reported by these various 
committees, it should be elemental 
that an elected Congress is not 
going to appropriate funds and 
levy taxes in the United States to 
establish conditions in other 
countries on levels better, in some 
instances, than at home or higher 
than prewar levels abroad.” 

Views on Germany, Austria. 

Case said the United States was 
in a different position in Ger- 
many and Austria since, as an 
occupying power, “she is respon- 
sible under international law.” 

Vursell assailed the role of the 
Russians in the occupation of Ger- 
many and Austria, saying “in ev- 
ery instance the Russians in their 
zones are doing everything possi- 
ble to retard and prevent the re- 
habilitation of Germany and Aus- 
tria.” 

He said that aid to Germany 
and Austria “probably would have 
to be increased.” 

Vursell added that in his opin- 
ion American information broad- 
casts to Europe would have to be 
overhauled, F 

“From what I can learn,” he de- 
clared, “our propaganda from the 
Voice of America is not sufficient- 
ly effective. 

“I think it needs reorganization 
and should be handled and pre- 
pared by people on the Continent 
to make it colser to the people, 
more localized and thereby more 
effective and appreciated.”

Cost of care of infantile paraly- 
sis patients by the St. Louis and 
St. Louis county chapter of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis rose from $56,924 in the 
fiscal year 1944-45 to $346,726 in 
1946-47, Dr..

Costs for 
199 patients in 1944-45 were about

operation was contributed by the 
community, Dr. Smith said, ex- 
plaining that the $35,000 now be- 
ing drawn monthly from the na- 
tional organization is “far more 
than our share of funds con- 
tributed by the rest of the coun- 
try for research and epidemic 
aid.”

Frankfurt headquarters of the 
combined British-American occu- 
pation zones, is a unique commu- 
nity whose every member lives, 
works and trains for the day when 
he can enter the United States. 

It is the displaced persons camp, 
called Hanau Assembly Center 554, 
peopled by Lithuanians, Latvians, 
Esthonians and Ukrainians who 
fled their homelands to escape 
Russian domination—6000 of them, 

Now a people. without a country, 
these Balts are industrious folks 
with a passion for freedom and 
the democratic way of life,. They 
have no desire to return to their 
homes behind the iron curtain. 

Although the odds are against 
their getting to America for years 
to come, their hearts are set on 
futures in the promised land 
across the Atlantic. They are not 
dispirited by the fact, for example, 
that Latvians, of whom this camp 
counts 1600, may enter the United 
States at the rate of only four a 
month. They continue to act as 
though tomorrow they will be 
rooted in American soil. 

Of all the camps under the juris- 
diction of the International Ref- 
ugee Organization, Hanau Center 
554 is the model, with a reputa- 
tion for being orderly and com- 
posed of industrious people with 
an efficient social program, 

Director Nickolais Berg, once a 
prosperous banker in Riga, Latvia, 
who has been here since October 
1945, déscribed life in’ his well- 
operated community. 

Each of the four nationalities, 
said Berg, has its own schools, 
Each maintains a center where 
cobblers, blacksmiths, automobile 


and other mechanics, milliners and. 


the like are trained. Camp kitch- 
ens, schoolrooms, hospitals and 
other places of community action 
are staffed by resident D.P.s. 

Residents of the camp, as dis- 
tinguished from those who “board 
out,” are free to come and go as 
they please. Berg declared that 
90 per cent of the adult males are 
employed either at the camp or by 
the Military Government, 

The daily diet averages around 
2000 calories a person, which is 
somewhat higher than therations 
allowed the Germans. But, ex- 
plained Berg, D.P.s lack oppor- 
tunity to obtain extra food by 
other means. 

While there is as much freedom 
and convenience at Center 554 as 
circumstances permit, its  resi- 
dents, among whom al] types of 
trades, skills and professions are 
represented, “want out.” 

Berg said that many farmers 


and residents of rural areas with 


skill in craftsmanship are eager to 
go to the American midwest if 
immigration bars are let down, 
One young man of 19, whose fath- 
er was a physician in Lithuania, 
told of his ambition to enter medi- 
cal school in Chicago. 

With a future that is none too 
bright, the camp’s children attend 
school, play games at recess time 
and sing their national anthems 
as they march to and from their 
classes. For them, as for their 
elders, it is a life based chiefly 
on one hope, Unless immigration 
quotas are relaxed, this hope will 
have little chance to materialize. 

But the entire community is in- 
fused with a will to be prepared 
for the day—if it ever comes,

ANTWERP, Belgium, Oct. 4

Gen. Lucius D, Clay, American 
military governor in Germany, 
stood before a coffin of one of the 
soldiers anonymously chosen and 
declared, “we have not yet found 
the lasting peace for which these 
men died in their youth.” 

He said, “we must determine 
that free men everywhere should 
stand together in solid front to in- 
sure a world in which there is a 
lasting peace, in which the dignity 
of the individual is recognized 
and maintained. Only then will 
we have fulfilled our debt to these 
men.” 

Belgian Official Speaks. 


Rohert Grillon, president of the 
Belgian Senate and official repre- 
sentative of his government, said 
farewell to “those who sacrificed 
themselves for the triumph of lib- 
erty” and pledged that his coun- 
try would’ care for the graves of 
those who remain “as if their 
tombs were our children’s.” 


Brig. Gen. Howard L. Peckham 
of the American Graves Registra- 
tion command introduced the 
speakers. After prayers by Army 
chaplains of the Jewish, Protest- 
ant and Roman Catholic faiths, 
the speakers laid wreaths at the 
foot of a catafalque in the center 
of the flag-adorned square.’ 

In the nearby Tower Cathedral 
all the bells were set pealing. An 
infantry squad fired the traditional 
three volleys, and Army bugle 
sounded taps. 

Then Wnilitary pall bearers lifted 
the single casket from the cata- 
falque to a caisson. Flanked by a 
Belgian and American guard of 
honor, and with officials of the 
two countries forming a funeral 
cortege, the coffin was borne to 
the transport, which was decked 
with floral wreaths and garlands. 

Thunderbolts Circle City. 

Above, 24 Thunderbolts from the 
Army Air Forces in Germany cir- 
cled the city. National asthems 
of the United States and Belgium 
sounded on the quays, While thou- 
sands stood silent, the Thunder- 
bolts skimmed the Scheldt river in 
attribute, and the transport moved.

PROPER reading of history shows that the permanence of-cities is more 
War and the acts of God have from time to 
time outraged them, but those which were established at navigable waters, at

A one-industry town may dry up with its. 
only attraction, but this is the exception not 
the rule. For every Auburn which fades as its 
bold peasantry declines, there is a Birming- 

hich still flourishes. Ol’ Man River— 
mame Danube or Columbia—keeps on 
rolling along and most of ,the cities he has 
spawned on his banks still flourish. A city 
cannot live on Tyrian purple, or the sale of 
graven images of Diana, or on depleted 
mines, honky tonks or rundown aristocracy, 
but Okinawa, London, Stalingrad, Munich 
and Dunkerque rise from rubble because 
they. were and continue to be .the logical. 
and traditional places for concentration and 
because they continue to have thé men, the 
enterprise and the pride to ma up with or 
ahead of the times. 

The trouble with the ssanheth of doom of 
cities is that they don’t think like the peo- 
ple who live in them. Lewis Mumford, 
Frank Lioyd Wright, and ‘their followers 
who damn urbanization because they can‘t 
stand the gaff of city life, no doubt hon- 
estly believe that ali city. people hate their 
existence. They don’t realize that Brook- 
lynites adore Brooklyn, idolize the Dodgers 
because they symbolize it, and cheer them- 
selves hoarse at the mention of its name. 
Can Mumford and the esthetes, and Frank 
Lioyd Wright and the back-to-the-land boys. 
be right and three million Broaklynites be 
wrong? 

Continued Drift 

From Country to Town. . 

The Brooklyn boys have their counter- 
parts in other American cities. There is, for 
instance, the Chicago boy or girl who would 
rather be a lamppoat in the Windy City than 
Grand Liama of Thibet, Heif Apparent of 
the King of Nepal or Dowager Queen of: 
Bessarabia. To them the’ roar of traffic 
in the Loop and the clatter of trains on 


the elevated railroad is more soothing than 
the furious orchestration of a million katy- 


dids or the brekekekex of all the denizens |. 


of Frog Hollow. If you plan to ask such 
characters whether their city is doomed, 
choose your nearest exit and fly, don’t walk 
to it. 

Statistica are with the urban dwellers. 
The figures show a steady, continued drift 
from country to town. Of all the people in 
the United States over 55,000,000 live in 
places of 25,000 or more. Before long, un- 
less the trénd is arrested, it will be half the 
country. Maybe it shouldn’t be so, but 
that’s the way & is. 


We are not, however, dealing with green 
fields as against sidewalks and skyscrapers. 
The line between the city, on the one hand, 
and suburbs and country on the other, is 
actually a very thin one. Of the five bor-. 
oughs of New York City, Queens is subur- 
ban, not urban, and Richmond is country. 


South Brooklyn is largely Long Island 


m@adowland, unchanged since the Indians. | 


Forty miles from any big city there is wil- 
derness from which many natives never or 
rarely come to town. 

The nearby country as well as the suburb 
is meaning! without the city. Los Angeles 
supports a veritable paradise of truck farm- 
-ers apd orchards almost at its borders, and 
New, York is the big market for the pota- 
toes, ducks and shell fish of Long Island. 
Proximity of city and country, warm shore- 
front and glacial heights, ranch and bunga- 
low, is what makes California such a strong 
rival of the Atlantic and Guif seaboards and 
the Middle West. Our entire economy is 
dependent on urban, suburban and rural in- 
tegration. We tried Morgenthau’s goat farm 
theory on the Germans, but we are now en- 
trusting our European policy making to 
smarter men. 


New Yorkers Respond : 
To Sentimental Appeal. 


The cynic may say that the American city | 


has no heart, the country no head and the 
suburb no soul, but that wisecrack won't 
stand analysis. When the breakfast radio 
announces to New Yorkers that a small, 
freckled boy has lost ongrel dog, a hun- 
dred thousand heartless Gothamites set out 
to find the pooch; readers of Walden will 
discover how much food for thought a city 
man can find at a rural pond, and anyone 
who has attended an evening meeting of a 
suburban village board will have to admit 
that the tired commuter has something on_ 
his soul more compelling than escape from 
the city. 

So much for generalizations. Obviously 
city life is not doomed, although your pfr- 
ticular town may be static, advancing Or go- 
ing back. In studying any particular com- 
munity, there is no quick, smooth categorical

the vitality of established and vested inter- 
ests, on types of leadership and the strength 
of advocates of conservative improvement as 
against radical and revolutionary uprooting. 

The first thing to face is the question 
whether the logic which led to the building 
of the city is still valid. If not, all planning 
is futile. The cbmmunity may even then 
survive a long time because there are, as 
Webster said of his old alma mater, those 
who love it, and because there are also those 
who can’t get away. A town, like a British 
remittance man in Canada, can be supported 
hy distant relatives. Some of our old vil- 
lages are helped by natives who have gone 
to big cities and made good. We have towns 
which, like Colonial Williamsburg, have be- 
come museums and monuments which stir 
memories but have no grip on ambitious 
boys and girls. There are, to be sure, not 
many such communities in our new country. 
If yours is one of them, keep up standards 
but don’t try to compete with rushing, 
Taucous, new places, It is better to live on 
charm than to be an imitation Babylon. 

Second—lIf your town is alive and grow- 
ing, see if civic plans of the last 10 to 20 
years have made any sense, whether political 
leaders and elected officers have followed 
them, and what such plans, as distinguished 
from the unconnected efforts of individuals, 
have produced. 

If growth has been haphazard figure out 
whether your luck will hold, and how long 
any business, public or private, can live on 
momentum and chance. 

ird—How far has central dry rot in 
the oldest parts of town developed into a 
spreading cancer which threatens your taxes 
and integrity? Can you afford to leave it 
and let people and industry move out into 
the suburbs, or will you cut it out and re- 
build at the heart of your community, 
Fourth——What can you do to keep young 
married coupjes in town? How can you 
stop the “drang zum land" which gives 
them sun, shade, play space, but makes 
the breadwinner a commuter dependent 
upon railroads or enormously expensive 
and usually unsatisfactory additions to 
municipal rapid transit? Has it occurred 
to you that in the long run it is cheaper 
to rebuild and rehabilitate central areas 
than to provide transportation for real 
estate promoters who tout the virtues of 
outlying vacant land? 


Suburban Competition _ 
And Methods of Meeting It. 


Fifth—Have you ever thought of better 
city schools and other services as the answer 
to suburban competition? For example, 
parks, parkways, playgrounds and tree-lined 
boulevards constitute the difference between 
a livable city and a vast inhuman factory 
of stone, concrete, brick and steel. Each 
week, man works 40 hours or so out of 
168, Residence and recreation are tKere- 
fore, if anything, as important as the work- 


.shop and its accessories, This is a fact 


which planners stress, but businessmen and 
officials generally ignore. I happen to be an 
administrative as well as a planning official. 
I am prouder of the increase in city play- 
grounds from 119 in 1934 to 495 today, and 
of park acreage from 14,344 to 22,588, of 
the reclamation of our waterfront, and of 
the great state park system which lies at 
the very doors of all of our cities, than I am 
of the pretty pictures of future beautifica- 
tion by which some of my colleagues lay so 
much store. 

Sixth—Have you done anything about 
new traffic arteries, for mixed as well as 
pleasure vehicles, running through and 
really tapping your city, relieving side street 
congestion and lessening the parking prob- 
lem?

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Question Officially Raised by

WASHINGTON. 


OES the “religious freedom’’ provision 
of the Federal Constitution prohibit the 
holding of “voluntary,” non-gectarian 


school hours? 

This far-reaching ,question affecting mil- 
lions of children of all religious denomina- 
tions will be argued in the Supreme Court 
early in the forthcoming session. The court's 
decision, if it follows the pattern of the 
famous New Jersey school bus case, is likely 
to affect millions more by approving or 
proscribing religious exercises in schools, 
such as reading of the Bible, now required 
in 12 states and the District of Columbia. 

The question was officially raised in 1944 
by Mrs. Vashti McCollum of Champaign, 
Illinois, wife of a professor at the University 
of Illinois and daughter of Arthur G. 
Crowell, president of the Freethinkers 
Society of Rochester, N. Y., who is rearing 
her son James Terry McCollum in the family 
tradition of non-religion. She brought a tax- 
payer's suit against the local Board of 
Education to prohibit the teaching of re- 
ligion in the school buildings of the county 
during school hours, charging a violation of 
that part of the First Amendment which 
stipulates: 

“Congress shall make no law respecting 
an establishment of religion, or =. 
the free exercise thereof.” 

She further charged that the religious 
teaching in Champaign public schools vio- 
lated the Fourteenth Amendment that gives 
PeqaT protection of the laws, the State Con- 
stitution and several Illinois statutes. 


She lost her case before a state Circuit 
Court and the Illinois Supreme Court and 
appealed to the United States Supreme Court 
in May of this year. Over the protest of the 
local Board of Education, the highest court 
granted the appeal, for argument in the 


term beginning this month. 

In her brief for appeal, Mrs. McCollum, 
through Attorney Walter F. Dodd of Chi- 
cago, asserts that the case presents to the 
highest ‘court “‘for the first time the ques- 
tion as to the validity of sectarian religious 
education united with that of the public 
school,” 

The question could have been raised much 
earlier. Many states go far beyond Illinois 
in permitting various forms of religious exer- 
cises in publie schools. But both religious 
and non-religious advocates apparently have 
been satisfied by decisions of their state 
courts. Not so Mrs. McCollum, who claims 
that the classes in Champaign county are 
not “‘voluntary”’ as the State Supreme Court 
held. 


Illinois Supreme Court 
Considers Classes Voluntary. 


In its decision, the Illinois Supreme Court 
unanimously decided that the classes held in 
the public schools were voluntary. In an 
opinion written by Justice Thompson the 
court said: 

‘‘We have the record here, which, relieved 
of its excess verbiage, technicalities and 
niceties, presents the simple question, does 
veither the Federal or State constitution, or 
both, in their guaranty of religious freedom, 
prohibit voluntary religious classes in the 
public schools under the plan as disclosed 
by this record? Certainly, such classes do 
not violate the freedom of conscience of 
any individual or group so long as -the 
classes are conducted upon a purely volun- 
tary basis. Freedom of religion as intended 
by those who wrote the State and Federal 
constitutions means the right of any in- 
dividual to entertain any desired religious 
belief without interference from the State. 
Our government very wisely refuses to recog- 
nize a specific religion, but this cannot 
mean that the government does not recog- 
nize or subscribe to religious ideals. We 
find such recognition in the very preamble 
of the State constitution. The government 
does not recognize a particular faith but 
this does not mean that it is indifferent to 
religious faith. To deny the existence of re- 


‘Lligious motivation is to deny the inspiration 


and authority of the Constitution itself.’’ 


This decision was reached before the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court announced in February 
its five-to-four decision in the school bus 
case upholding a New Jersey law authoriz- 
ing payments to parents for the cost of 
transporting children to Catholic schools as 
well as to public schools. 


Although the court’s action was ap- 
plauded by many religious-minded persons, 
particularly Catholics, the majority opinion 
contained ‘important obiter dicta or conse- 
quential observations about the govern- 
ment’s relations or lack of relations with 
religious education that seemingly bear on 
the Illinois case.

Teaching of Religion in Public 
School Buildings Is Vital Issue 
Awaiting Supreme Court Decision —

Justice Vinson and Justices Reed, Douglas 
and Murphy, included these dicth: 

“The ‘establishment of religion’ clause of 
the First Amendment means at least this; 
Neither a State nor the Federal Govern- 
ment can set upachurch. Neither can pass 
laws which aid one religion, aid all religions, 
or prefer one religion over another. Neither 
can force nor influence a person to go to or 
remain away from church against his’ will or 
force him to profess a belief or disbelief in 
any religion, No person can be punished for 
entertaining or professing religious beliefs 
or disbeliefs, for church attendance or non- 
attendance. No tax in any amount, large or 
small, can be levied to support any religious 


activities or institutions, whatever they may 


be called, or whatever form they may adopt 
to teach or practice religion. Neither a 
State nor the Federal Government can, open- 
ly or secretly, participate in the affairs of 
any religious organizations or groups or vice 
versa. In the words of Jefferson, the clause 
against establishment of religion by law was 
intended to erect ‘a wall of separation be- 


tween Church and State.’ - 


‘Amendment Requires ©" 


That “State Be Neutral.” 


“That Amendment (the First) requires 
the state to be neutral in its relations with 
groups of religious believers and non-be- 
lievers; it does not require the state to be 
their adversary. State power is no m to 
be used so as to handicap religions than it is 
to favor them.,”’ 

The minority opinion, written by Justice 
Rutledge with the concurrence of Justices 
Frankfurter, Jackson and Burton, was much 
more insistent that there should be no 
breach in the wall separating Church and 
State. 

‘Two great drives,’’ Justice Rutledge wrote, 
“are constantly in motion to abridge, in the 
name of education, the complete division of 
religion and civil authority which our fore- 
fathers made. One is to introduce religious 
education and observances into the public 
schools. The other, to obtain public funds 
for the aid and support of various private 
religious schools. In my opinion both ave- 
nues are closed by the Constitution. Neither 
should be opened by this Court. The matter 
is not one of quantity, to be measured by 
the amount of money expended. Now as in 
Madison’s day it is one of principle, to keep 
separate the separate spheres as the First 
Amendment drew them; to prevent the first 
experiment upon our liberties; and to keep 
the question from becoming entangled in 
corrosive precedents.”’ 

Justice Jackson, in a separate dissent that 
had the approval of Justice Frankfurter, 
pointed out that the Constitution had set up 
different standards for religion and almost 
every other subject matter of legislation. 
This difference, he said, went to the very 
root of religious freedom. 

In deciding the McCollum case, the Su- 
preme Court will act within the framework 
of facts in the record rather than by the 
lower court’s holding that the classes were 
“voluntary.”’ 

The facts are not in dispute. As given by 
Justice Thompson's opinion these are: 

In 1940 the Champaign Council of Relli- 
gious Education, a voluntary association of 
Jewish, Roman Catholic and Protestant 
faiths, was formed. It sought and secured 
from the Champaign County Board of Edu- 
cation permission to offer classes in religion 
in grades four through, nine. 

Qualified instructors (not public school 
teachers), all materials and books, as well 
as incidentals, were furnished at the expense 
of the council. Admission to the classes was 
allowed only upon the express written re- 
quest of parents, and then only to elasses 
designated by the parents. The teaching 
was in the school buildings. Students were 
excused by the Board from regular classes 
in the grade schools for 30 minutes and from 
junior high school for 45 minutes each week. 
Classes were scheduled so as not to inter- 
fere with the regular public school classes. 
Each faith, Catholic, Jewish and Protestant. 
had its separate instructional classes. Addi- 
tional groups were to be freely permitted to 
participate upon the same terms, Lesson 
material and curriculum were selected by a 
committee representative of all groups par- 
ticipating so as to avoid any offensive, doc- 
trinal, dogmatic or sectarian teaching.

Young McCollum entered the fourth grade 
in 1943 and with five others did not partici- 
pate in the religious classes during his first 
semester.

In 1945 
he was alone in not attending the religious 
classes. When other members of his regu- 
lar class were receiving religious instruction 
he continued his regular study in the music 
room under the supervision of his 
teacher. Once he was placed at a desk 
the hall where apparently he was teased by 
passing children who thought he was being 
punished. On complaint of his mother, this 
practice was promptly and permanently dis- 
continued, as was that of placing him in the 
music room, when his mother claimed he 
was a victim of claustrophobia (fear of be- 
ing in a closed room), 

Mrs. McCollum brought a mandamus suit 
in the Circuit Court of Champaign county

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To Save Soil Conservation 


‘The United States Soil Conservation Service, 
which since its founding 12 years ago has per- 
formed miracles in reclaiming eroded and de- 
pleted land, ‘is under sustained attack by the 
Agricultural Extension Service and its state 
branches, The politically powerful Extension 
Service wants to swallow the Soil Conservation 

~ Service whole, and in this objective it has the 
aid of the Farm Bureau Federation. 

The Soil Conservation Service, unlike its ene- 
mies, has concentrated on the job of saving the 
soil. It has not played politics and therefore is 
at a disadvantage in fighting for its life. If it is 
saved, it will have to be by the efforts of a pub- 
lic which appreciates what has been done to save 
the nation’s No, 1 resource. 

The bill to submerge the Soil Conservation 
Service in the Agricultural Extension Service 


was introduced by Representative Cooley of 


North Carolina. A companion bill would decen- 
tralize the work of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration by placing its: authority in the 
hands of state committees. Here is what the 
National Association of Soil Opnservation Dis- 
tricts has to say about these two bills: 
These bills would create a Farm Bureau- 
Extension Service monopoly and result in 48 
different and w ned programs. ... We 


are a al through a Scientific organized 
service to up... the country’s land. 


We can only do it by continuing the pres- 
ent co-operation between farmer district di- 
rectors, the Soil Conservation Service and 

Other agencies .; . 

Nobody who has watched the ‘agricultural 
scene, however, needs tb be told the history of 
the Agricultural Extension Service and the Farm 

‘Bureau Federation, They have accomplished, it 

is true, a great deal of good, but their programs 
have been rather consistently rigged to favor 
the dand-owning farmer at the expense of the 
tenant farmer, the pa pasta and. the con- 
suming public. 

We had a depressing example of that when we 
saw, in the late ’30s, how the parity and soil bene- 
fit payments worked out in the eviction of thou- 
sands of tenant farmers and sharecroppers from 
the land. Landowners could and did shove these 
people off on the highways and took all the fed- 
eral crop and soil payments for themselves, It 
was impossible to get remedial legislation in 
Congress. 

So today, if we are to have a soil conservation 
program which takes advantage of the energy, 
imagination and enthusiasm of the tenant farm- 


‘ers and sharecréppers, it will have to he admin- 


istered by the Soil Conservation Service. 

The soil conservation record of the Agricul- 
‘taral Extension Service here in Missouri car- 
ries its own special condemnation. Until the act 
setting up the Soil Conservation Service was 
passed by Congress, the Extension Service in 
Missouri had made no organized effort worth 
mentioning to conserve the soil. After the pas- 
sage of that law, the Extension Service worked 
for eight years to keep the Missouri Legislature 
from passing a law making the state eligible 
for its benefits. 

Finally, in 1943, the Legislature aia the re- 


quired enabling act anyway. Then, instead of 


co-operating with the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice, the Agricultural Extension Service of the 
University of Missouri, under James W. Burch, 
set,up its own competing program. 

Against the Soil Conservation Districts spon- 
sored by the SCS, Mr. Burch pushed a com- 
peting scheme which he named “Balanced Farm- 
ing Rings.” Neither one has been able to do 
the job it should. ~The state has 19 Soil Con- 
servation Districts, 19 Balanced Farming Rings. 
Together the two cover 37 counties, but 77 coun- 
ties are not covered at all. 

By contrast we have the example of forest re- 
covery in Missouri under a united program of 
the national Forest Service, the Missouri Con- 
servation Commission and co-operating landhold- 
ers. This program has advanced in 12 years to 
the point where Curtis Betts, after a tour of the 


* region, ean look realistically forward to “a $135,- 


-000,000 annual lumber industry, a recreation area 
of national importance and a return of Ozark 
streams and hills and valleys to their onetime 
sportsmen's paradise.” 

On farms and in cities, friends.of the soil— 
which is to say friends of posterity—will resist 
the attempted aggression of the Extension Serv- 
ice in- the soil conservation field. They will sup- 
port not the Cooley bill, but the Jensen bill, 
which would extend the tenure of the Soil Con- 
servation Service and enlarge its scope.

Those Two Blast Wecaioes 

Bids for two-.Granite City blast furnaces, now 
owned by the Government, will be opened in 
Washington tomorrow by the War Assets Ad- 
ministration. The outcome is of deep concern 
to the industrial health of the St. Louis area, 
since local industry is dependent upon the pig 
iron produced by the furnaces. If they get into 
the hands of people who would ship the pig iron 
elsewhere, local industry would be severely 
handicapped. 

There are three bidders in the field, One is 
Henry Kaiser, who may want the furnaces be- 
cause he could use them to get allocations for 
steel for his Willow Run automobile plant. An- 
other bidder is Fulton Iron Co. of Cleveland, re- 
cently formed to bid on the property. The uses 
to which this company would put the Granite 
City furnaces are not known. Local interests 
are opposing both these bids. , 

The third bid is by Missouri-Illinois Furnaces, 
Inc., a company set up by the Hanna~Coal and 
Ore Corporation and the Koppers Co. The latter 
operated the plant during the war. M. D. Curran 
of St. Louis, who made a previous bid, is asso- 
ciated with the Hanna Co, It is assured that 
Missouri-Illinois Furnaces, if its bid is accepted, 
will continue the policy of making Granite City 

pig iron available to foundries and steel plants 
of the St. Louis area. 

Both Koppers and Hanna have taaectent in- 
terests in this part of the country. Iron mines 
in the Pilot Knob area are operated by Hanna 
and would. be used to supply ore to the Granite 
City furnaces. Koppers operates other plants in 
the St. Louis area. Mr.*Curran is well known in 
St. Louis. All three must be highly sensitive to 
the points made in a letter,to prospective bid- 
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ders by Director R. G. Rhett of the United States 
Office of Real Property Disposal. Mr. Rhett said: 


It is highly essential to the economy of 
, these (metropolitan St. Louis) areas that the 
supply of pig iron to which they have be- 
come accustomed be continued or increased, 
if possible. . .°. A bid for the purchase of 
these facilities should Include a statement 
showing to what extent the supply of pig 
iron from these furnaces will be continued 
in the areas... . 
Under all the circumstances, it would appear 
' that the War Assets Administration will have no 
trouble in making a decision fair to the St. Louis 


industrial district. 


Not By Siokens Alone 

If it could be done with slogans, the world 
would have been turned into a heaven long ago. 
Every woman would be beautiful. Every table 
would be groaning. Every citizen would be loyal. 
,Every chufch would be crowded every Sunday. 
There is no limit to the energy and the willing- 
ness of the sloganeers. They are ready for any- 
thing from cleaning up an alley to filling up an 
army. Alas, response. often is unworthy of their 
enthusiasm. 

So one feels compelled to agree with Leon 
Henderson, former OPA chief, that the new cam- 
paign for “self-rationing” is less than adequate 
to the present crisis. Buy Wisely! Eat Sensibly! 
Waste Nothing! These slogans make sense in a 
drive to conserve food. But will they work? 

Many Americans not only have supported gov- 
ernmental aid to'the distressed, but also have 
made personal contributions. Some of them. are 
ready to make further sacrifices. They need no 
slogans. It would be unrealistic, however, to as- 
sume that they constitute a vast majority of us. 
Others have drifted into postwar cynicism; they 
are tired of appeals—even if they come over the 
radio from the President and the Secretary of 
State. They want to eat that steak while they 
can. Let others be wise and sensible. 

So it seems that it is rationing that we will 

come to in the end, That is implicit in Secretary 
of Commerce Harriman's support of the new 
program as well as in Mr. Henderson's criticism. 
Then why the delay? The re-establishment of a 
system as effective as that in force during the 
twar would take time. But why cannot Mr. Tru- 
man at least officially proclaim wheatless and 
meatless days as Woodrow Wilson did? Even if 
sometimes ignored in the privacy of the home, 
these would be observed in stores and restau- 
ants. Indeed, the food so saved might be suffi- 
cient to make more drastic rationing unneces- 
sary, 
- In a dispatch from Washington, Doris Fleeson 
says that if the voluntary, sloganeering effort to 
save food fails, the Citizens Food Committee will 
step out. We wish it all of the best, but the 
situation demands stronger measures than any 
which its chairman, Mr. Luckman, has dared 
mention yet. :

A’ Sensible C. 

East St. Louis, it appears, has a refreshingly 
different kind of Chamber of Commerce. Instead 
of being nervously defensive about the home 
town, it keeps an open mind on criticism, on the 
theory it may be able to profit therefrom. 

This attitude was illustrated in the reaction 
to an article in the Saturday Evening Post. A 
Post story on Springfield referred to the ‘“‘wide- 
open aspects” of the capital and stated that the 
residents take a‘certain pride in them. The 
article went on: 

The only defensive gesture Springfieldians 
ever make on the subject is to point 90 miles 
to the southwest, to East St. Louis, IIl., one 
of the most iniquitous communities in the 
United States, and say, ““Why, things are no- 
where near as bad here as they are down 
there,” 

In 99 cities in a hundred, the Chamber of 
Commerce directors would have affected rage, 
issued a denial and gotten off a searing letter 
to the editor of the magazine, demanding a re- 
traction.* But not the East St. Louis Chamber 
of Commerce. It issued a calm statement which 
said: 

Righteous indignation may be in order, 
but to mean anything our resentment should 
be a motivating force which will rid the 
community of those things which are un- 
savory—and they must be here if they can 
be seen. If we are one of the most: notori- 
ously iniquitous communities in the United 
States, as charged, let’s do something about 
it, and not just scream to high heaven... 


This is a spirit which, if it can pervade East 
St. Louis widely enough, will eventually result in 
victory over the scurvy political machine which 
exploits and degrades what otherwise could be 
a fine industrial community. 
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To the Two Utopians ’51 


Thirty years from now, two old Utopians may 
be able to look back with a perfection of nostal- 
gia to yesterday, when they became members of 
the Class of 51. We use yesterday in the dou- 
ble sense of yesteryear and Oct. 4, 1947, for it 
was then that Roger Babson’s Utopia College 
got off to a “good, solid slow start” at Eureka, 
Kan., with two students enrolled. 

The beginning at which they were the pieces 


de resistance was truly appropriate—in short, 


Utopian; for if there is anything we can think of 
that is slow in taking off, it’s the millennium. 
There’s something else about Utopia, too, as 
Isaac D’Israeli pointed out in an anecdote in his 
“Curiosities of Literature.” 

When, the story goes, Sir Thomas More pub- 
lished the book “Utopia,” many people in Eng- 
land thought it was a true account of a real land. 
Evidently, said some of the good English. people, 
the Utopians were a fine. sort, even though 
heathen, so it was imperative to send mission- 
aries over to convert them. The point of this 
narrative obviously is that Utopias not only are 
given to solid slow starts, they are also given 
to solid fast stops. We think the two Utopians 
*51 at Eureka ought to know about that, and 
the first day isn't a minute too soon to commence 
bearing it in mind.

A Friend of Truman 


HARRY TRUMAN: A POLITICAL BIOGRAPHY, by Wil- 
liam P. Helm. (Duell, Sloan and Pearce, New York.) 
“Don’t let the Star crowd get yeu down 

on Pendergast, Bill. He isn’t what they 

I know.” The speaker was 

Harry Truman, new Senator from Mis- 

souri, and the Bill he was addressing was 

William P, Helm, Washington correspond- 

ent for the Kansas City Journal]-Post. 


Believing the new Senator to be a 
“square shooter and incorruptible,” Re- 
porter Helm took Truman’s word on the 
Kansas City Democratic boss. For more 
than three years he 
rated, Tom Pender- 
gast “not as 4a 
crooked politician 


‘ut as an able leader 


vilified by disgrunt- 
led writers on the 
opposition paper.” 

As the attacks con- 
tinued Helm asked 
Truman time and 
again if Pendergast 
was really on the 
level. Always the an- 
swer was “an em- 
phatic yes.” Truman 
“had yet to learn of 
a single discreditable 
thing Pendergast had ever done.” So 
Helm proposed that he write a fair biog- 
raphy of Pendergast which would set him 
out in his true character. 


* * * 


Tom Pendergast 


Both Truman and Helm tried to per- 
suade Boss Tom to agree to the biography, 
but he was “as tight as concrete.” That 
refusal, said Helm, was a break for him 
and a bigger one for Harry Truman, Nine 
months later Pendergast pleaded guilty to 
income tax evasion. The biography would 
have appeared “just about the time the 
grand jury handed up its true bill.” “Hurt 
and astounded,” Truman “seemed to cling 
to the hope that Pendergast somehow 
would prove his innocence.” 


This is a sample of the contents of 
“Harry' Truman: A Political Biography,” 
which is largely a narration of a friend- 
ship. Told in similar fashion are the ven- 
detta against Maurice M. Milligan, “that 
fellow who sent the Pendergast workers to 
jail”; of how, in spite of pressure, from 

F. D. R. through Pendergast, Truman re- 
rea! to switch his vote for Senate Majority 
Leader from Pat Harrison to “Dear Alben” 
Barkley; also about the 1940 primary battle 
when Truman won renomination by a “pip- 
squeak margin” contributed in large part 
by Bob Hannegan and his cohorts in St. 
Louis. 


* * * 


Helm tells how he put Truman up to 
sponsoring a resolution for a national de- 
fense investigating committee; how he 
pointed, out that Truman would become 
chairman and so be lifted out of “the 
ruck of the Senate.” Many times after- 
ward, the correspondent relates, Truman 
thanked him and asked what he could do 
to repay him for the idea—the idea that 
made Truman Vice President and in turn 
Roosevelt’s successor in the White House. 


The book is not without its errors. Tru- 
man’s Republican opponent in the 1940 re- 
election race is given as Forrest C. Don- 
nell, That was the year Donnell won the 
governorship from Larry McDaniel. Tru- 
man’s opponent was Manvel H. Davis of 
Kansas City. ®

THE JUDGE'S STORY, by Charles Morgan. 
millan Co., New York.) 
Charles Morgan’s new: novel, “The 

Judge’s Story,” is a remarkable synthesis: 

a modern story told in a medieval form by 

a master of a classical style. 

Having written only non-fiction §sirice 
1941, this English writer, who won his 
American popularity with such novels as 
“Sparkenbroke” and “The Fountain,” re- 
turns to that form. His brief, well-written 
narrative tells of evil, in the form of mil- 
lionaire Severidge, and good, in the guise 
of retired Judge Gaskony and his ward, 
Vivien, now Mrs, Henry Lerridge. 

The wealthy manufacturer,.a pseudo-con- 
noisseur and a true psychologist, is a col- 
lector of other people’s integrities. Having 
found that those material things which he 
has in abundance mean nothing, he concen- 
trates his intelligence and wealth on de- 
priving other people of their souls. He is 
a veritable devil, with slightly less charm 
than Goethe’s Mephistopheles and, more 
important, with less awareness of the 
motivating factors which work within him. 

Neither the Judge, reminiscent of Ana- 
tole France’s Sylvestre Bonnard, nor his 
ward can fully understand what their rich 
friend wants from them. Both, in their in- 
nocence and lack of sophistication, are fair 
prey for the clever schemer. 

So it is that the antagonist knows what 
he wants but cannot fathom why it is that 
he wants it; the protagonists fight a de- 
fensive action without knowing what it is 
they defend. “The Judge’s Story” is, then, 
absorbing reading not only on the level of 
seduction and financial speculation but on 


‘the superior level of symbolism. Its lesson, 


for the discerning reader, ia as universal as 
that of “Everyman” or of Marlowe's “Dr. 


Faustus.”

BLUIE WEST 1, Greenland. 


NLY an occasional American or Canadian pilot will readily 
identify the dateline of this column, yet it has no other. 
West 1 is the code name of a war-developed air strip alongside 


Bluie 


a glacial fjord in southwestern Greenland. 


Across the iceberg-dotted fjord 
from BW-1 nestles a tiny cluster 
of bleak stone houses. They mark 
the settlement of Eric the Red, 
famous father of still’: more fa- 
mous Leif Ericson. Exiled from 
Iceland for manslaughter, Eric 
explored Greenland, making his 
pilgrim’s landing here in A.D. 981. 

Just before dark we _ slipped 
into this outpost after several 
days of ing over the expanse 
of the eastern northland. Our 
travels thus far have led through 
northern Canada, Newfoundland 


and Labrador to points north of! 


‘the circle in Davis strait and 
Greenland and thence down the 
white wilderness of the ice cap 
to this haven. 


Heading our party is Maj. Gen. 
Robert W. Harper, chief of the 
Air Transport Command. With 
him are a number of staff special- 
ists and three other general of- 
ficers, Maj. Gen, David Slater and 
Brig. Gens. Tom Powers and C. V. 
Haynes. 

Purpose of Journey. 

The purpose of Gen. Harper's 
journey, is strategical and tactical 
analysis of the area in relation to 
weather stations, communications 
facilities, airstrips and naviga- 
tional aids. Not second to this 
objective is the long series of 
briefings which the party receives 
from the doughty airmen who 
man the various stations and 
bases. 


It would be impossible to recite 
the diversity of subjects pertinent 
to military operation in the Arc- 
tic. They range from dog-team 
technique to electronic phenom- 
ena, civil engineering, ionospheric 
recording, medical research and 
so,on, ad infinitum. And always 
some one in Gen. Harper’s com- 
mand seems to know everything 
about something. 


The reason for this catholicity 
of interests is the present char- 
acter of Air Transport Command. 
During the war A.T.C. was com- 
posed of 250,000 personnel and op- 
erated 3000 transport aircraft for 
the sole purpose of providing 
simultaneous air lift to a world- 
wide range of combat theaters. 


Responsibility Quadrupled. 
Demobilization shrank A.T.C. 
to one-tenth its former size, but 
subsequently quadrupled its re- 
sponsibility by charging it with 
Weather Service, Airways and 
Communications, Search and 
Rescue and Flight Service. Each 
of these specialties is highly tech- 
nical, yet must support on global 
dimensions every phase of Amer- 
ican air power. The Harper task 
has a staggering breadth of con- 
cept and execution. 

Air Transport Command is 
charged with Arctic operations 
on the Atlantic side of the pole 
because of political restraint in 
designating this area as a com- 
mand theater. Many of the 
weather stations and air bases 
are on land leased from foreign 
governments, Furthermore, the 
function of these stations is to 
serve the international weather 
system and to further general 
research in behalf of all na- 


tions. 

Admittedly this knowledge is 
valuable for defense in case of 
necessity, but the eastern Arctic, 
unlike ths western, is not ipso 


facto the location of an Amer- 


ican bomber line nor will it be- 
come so,unless aggression is 
launched against the Western 
Hemisphere. 


Communistic pressure 
throw democratic facilities out 
of the entire area is always ac- 
tive, but the case is weak in 
view of scrupulous American 
care’ to spare the lessors any 
true cause for embarrassment, 
American investment through- 

out the area was prodigious dur- 
ing the war and remains sizable. 
Such air bases as Harmon Field 
and Torbay in Newfoundland, 
Goose bay in Labrador and Ke- 
flavik in Iceland are up to the 
average found anywhere. A score 
of weather stations scattered 
throughout Labrador, Greenland, 
Baffin Island, Ellesmere Island 
and Iceland represent heavy out- 
lay. Airstrips such as the one 
here at BW-1, the one at BW-8 
and housing faciilties such as 
those on Baffin Island, at Meca- 
tina in Canada, or at Ikateq in 
east Greenland, were not con- 
structed except at fantastic cost 
in money and ingenuity. 

In short, the United States 
has too much at stake both in 
investment and in potential de- 
fense to submit to an easy push- 
ing around in the eastern Arctic, 


I cannot leave my typewriter 
without a tribute to the men sta- 
tioned in the many isolated spots 
of this grotesque landscape, Their 
tour of duty in the area is 18 
months. Six of those months will 
be passed in some location where 
not even a dog team could pene- 
trate, and when an airpMne can- 
not execute a mail drop for weeks 
on end because of Arctic darkness 
combined with constant wind and 
deep overcast. 


Men Would Re-Enlist. 


Only men of high devotion, of 
strong minds and enduring cour- 
age can take such life in big doses 
and grow in the process, Yet I 
met those who said they would 
re-enlist if again assigned to the 
Arctic, where every day is a chal- 
lenge. 

One such was the giant sergeant 
in charge of dog teams in Labra- 
dor, Another is a young colonel 
with the mental capacity of a cor- 
poration president who commands 
here at BW-1. And still another 
holds the fort at Goose Bay. 

Traveling lately in Alaska and 
the Aleutians, I wrote that the 
problems of those areas were de- 
veloping initiative which would 
eventually permeate the entire na- 
tion. I gain the same impression 
here. These boys are lonely and 
hard pressed in mind and body, 
but they need no sympathy. They 
are growing big in ways which 
count. 

Transportation is the _ blood- 
stream of military science. Ajr 
Transport Command is to total air 
power what good circulation is to 
a human being, Its operations are 
geared to the speed and range of 
the dynamic force it serves, The 
men in its ranks understand that 
fact and respond to its challenge. 
They are something to watch.

It was 
too inflexible. Under its divided 
authority, it couldn’t reach vital 
decisions in time, It was all 
right for the wig and snuff-box 
era. But it was woefully inade- 
quate for the twentieth century. 
“In America,” Brooks Adams 
concluded, “there is no adminis- 
tration in the modern sense of 
the word.” 


If the intelligent and far-sight- 
ed grandson of John Quincy Ad- 
ams took a grim view then, he 
would have been overwhelmed 
could he have witnesses the la- 
mentable. spectacle in Washing- 
ton last week of the President 
and the leaders of Congress try- 
ing to pass the buck to each oth- 
er at a moment of serious domes- 
tic and grave foreign crises, 

If the steady rise of prices and 
consequent goer inflation in 
the United States led some citl- 
zens to expect action and not 
buck-passing from the Adminis- 
tration and the Congress, they 
were disappointed. All they got 
from the President was the ap- 
pointment of a committee, while 
prices continued to soar. 

Crisis Threat in Europe. 

The threat of the crisis in Eu- 
rope was even more ominous, the 
public was told. Because of crop 
failures and lack of dollars, mil- 
lions in western Europe faced 
starvation this winter. Moreover, 
unless we came forth speedily with 
help, Italy and France might seek 
a way out of their distress by 
going Communist. The spread of 
Communism,”of course, was what 
the Truman. Doctrine, backed by 
the overwhelming support of the 
Congress, was designed to prevent. 

Did the Governbent of the 
mightiest nation on earth act in 
the crisis? Did it do something? 
Well, the President and the con- 
gressional leaders “conferred at 
length,” as a White House state- 
ment put it. But that was about 
all. The only step taken was an 
announcement that the President 
was writing letters—writing let- 
ters!—to the chairmen of four ma- 
jor congressional committees urg- 
ing them to convoke their good 
members at the “earliest possible 
date that the members are-avail- 
able.” 

To judge by the reaction of the 
members, one would think indeed 
we were back in the horse and 
buggy days, when it took a fort- 
night or two for the representa- 
tives of the people to travel by 
stagecoach to the capital. The 
earliest possible date that the 
commitee members could con- 
vene, it was said in Washington, 
was mid-November—in not less 
than six weeks, that is. 

Ask About G.O.P. 

Many an editorial last week 
blamed the President for such 
shameful inaction on the part of 
the world’s most powerful nation. 
Certainly, he could not escape a 
good share of blame. But where 
were the clarion calls of the Re- 
publican leaders of a Republican- 
controlled Congress for bold and 
forthright action to meet the do- 
mestic and foreign crisis? Did 
anyone hear them? 

To be sure, there were the na- 
tional elections hovering on the 
horizon. .To be sure, neither the 
President nor the Republicans in 
control of Congress wanted to risk 
an unpopular step that might lose 
them votes next fall.

Sacrifices for Nothing? 

Another question is whether this 
industrialization was necessary.

True, industrialization was 
built on the bones and blood of 
the Russian people, but it has now 
been accomplished. We erected it 
with untold labor, suffering, sweat 
and blood. No nation except ours 
could have completed that task. 
We invested in our industry all we 
had—our wealth, the people’s wel- 
fare, our foil, and genuine creative 
enthusiasm. Now we take pride 
in it. ” 

Are all these sacrifices to 
come to nothing? We toiled hon- 
estly for our country. We gave 
it our dearest and best. Let

gime, be mindful of the fact that 
what we did was not for the 
Soviet but for future Russia, in 
which we believe and shall con- 
tinue to believe no matter what 
happens. 

At the present moment we are 
in a difficult position.

They 
are elected “unanimously,” too.

(Suppose this somehow 
became known!)- Participation in 
elections is not only mandatory in 
principle, but is actually enforced. 
Officials in charge of the elections 
are held responsible for everybody 
having “voted.” — 
A current anecdote correctly 
the functions of the 
Supreme Soviet: 
The Supreme Soviet has gath- 
ered and is waiting for Stalin. 
At last he appears, “Are all pres- 
ent?” he asks. They are. “Have 
you sung the anthem?” They 
have, “All right, then you can 
go home.” The session is closed. 
Nor is Russia ruled by the Com- 
munist party. Stalin and Molotov 
—not the Politburo—are the sole 
masters of the U.S.S.R. On all im- 
portant issues Molotov, of course, 
consults Stalin. Each of them 
has reliable confidants, but their 
influence is negligible, and they 
depend on Stalin completely. 
The .Politburo plays an impor- 
tant but not decisive role. Nothing 
can be set on foot without Stalin’s 


approval. It is generally taken for } 


granted that he is the originator 
and sponsor of all things. This 
sometimes borders'on the ridicu- 
lous. Even a new book, a scien- 
tific work, a new invention cannot 
come into being without Stalin’s 
blessing, 


It seems strange that this con- 
stant eulogizing does not sicken 
even Stalin. But here is a fact. 
Once he appeared in the Great 
Theater. The audience rose to 
their feet and cheered. Stalin 
then’ exclaimed» ‘Tiong live’ the 
party of Lenin and Stalin!” 


How Regime Keeps Power. 


By what means is the regime, 
bitterly hated by the majority, 
kept at the helm? It is impos- 
sible to give a complete descrip- 
tion of the power machine even 
in a long conversation or article 
—several books would be needed. 

Physical coercion is combined 
with subtle methods’ of propa- 
ganda and moral and economic 
pressure, The instrument of 
physical coercion is MGB, Min- 
istry of State Security, the for- 
mer NKVD or GPU. 


One must not think of MGB 
in terms of the cursed Cheka 
under Dzerzhinsky. That was a 
group of party fanatics who 
stained their hands with blood 
for the greater glory of the 
Revolution. 

MGB is an organization of offi- 
clals executing orders in an un- 
impassioned business-like fash- 
ion. Millions of lives are being 
sacrificed in the same imper- 
‘sonal assembly-line way in which 
automobiles are produced, and 
on the basis of a thorough divi- 
sion of labor among the various 
“workshops.” MGB consists of 
a number of “autonomous” divi- 
sions, 

The employes of each dftision 
do their work unconcerned with 
and often unaware of what is 
going on in the other divisions. 
The agents report, the informers 
inform, the appropriate official 
issues orders for arrest, some- 
body executes the order, and the 
prosecutor accuses. 

He must make good the accu- 
sation by all means. Once a 
man has been arrested, he must 
be convicted. The prosecutor 
may have on hand a score of 
cases which he is expected to 
conclude, say within a week or 
10 days; he will be careful to 
observe the deadline. 

For this purpose he uses the 
well known methtds, His failure 
to accuse an arrested man would 
be taken as lack of co-operation 
with the officials of the preced- 
ing level, and this would be sure 
to antagonize them. 

Therefore, he will do his best 
to secure a conviction. This 
prosecutor cannot be compared 
with the government attorney in 
the normal meaning of this 
—. This is why it is practi-’ 

y impossible to shake off the 
gtip of the MGB once you are 
caught in it, 

The MGB is in charge of politi- 
cal offenses only, which cover 
wrecking acts, sabotage, counter- 
revolution, so-called treason against 
the homeland, etc. 

In Moscow MGB has three pris- 
ons, among them Butyrki and Lu- 
bianka. They are crowded with 
political prisoners, “socially harm- 
ful” and unreliable atenaente. Com- 
mon criminals come under the 
jurisdiction of criminal courts. 
There you can find attorneys with 
legal training. Such persons are 
rare on the MGB staff, which is 
handpicked and receives a very 
special “education.” 

There is nothing new in all that. 
It may only be new insofar: as 
after the war everything has re- 
mained as of old or has taken a 
turn for the worse,

Many abhor it. It continues in 
power mainly by the prolific use 
of terrorism and espionage. Be- 
fore the war, we estimated that in 
a party of six one was sure to be 
an NKVD agent; today the ratio 
is 1 to 4. This spread of espionage 
is facilitated by the prevailing 
hunger. Nobody has confidence in 
the government. Should it now 
decide to permit private trade 
(some steps are being made in 
that direction), nobody would ven- 
ture to engage in such trade for 
fear of future reprisals. Heart-to- 
heart talks are possible only with- 


es to confide evén in one’s own 
family. 

During. the war there was hope 
for bettermiént. Many placed faith 
in the Atlantic Charter, on Roose- 
velt and Churchill. Actually the 
situation is ‘now worse than it was 
in 1939. 

Early in the war the majority 
of the populace bet on the Ger- 
mans to win. It is heart-rending 
to admit it, but it is a fact. The 
assertion that it was Stalin’s strat- 
egy and the efforts of the Commu- 
nist party that beat the Germans 
is hokum, The Germans marched 
to the Volga meeting almost: no 
resistance, Hundreds of thousands 
surrendered, and the people wel- 
comed the Germans with flowers 
as liberators. 

But when they (the Germans) 
showed their real. face, their 
meanness, brutality and contempt 
for the Russians, then the very 
‘people who had offered them flow- 
ers, resorted to any weapons they 
could lay their hands on and drove 
the Germans out, 

Russian People Won the War. 

The Russian strongly resents 
any encroachment upon his dig- 
nity; the revolution has stimulated 
this sentiment so that even the 
Soviet regime, with all its villainy, 
never dares humiliate the people, 
though it scoffs at the intelli- 

gentsia. The government and 
Stalin in due time recognized the 
import of this change of Wart wnt 
helped the people by providing 
them with leaders and technical 
means. 

Incidentally, the part ,played 
by. the ‘people ‘in the last war 
was much more important than 
is usually assumed. Historically, 
though not technically, this part 
was more important than that 
of the army. The army did its 
job later, after 1942, though even 
then it could have accomplished 
nothing without ‘the people's 
assistance. The Germans were 
thrown out of Russia by the 
Russian people—and by their 
own crimes, 

Today hunger and apathy pre- 
vail, and hope has faded. Evolu- 
tion toward democracy and free- 
dom is out of the question, and so 
is revolution against the regime. 

I have been told that people 
abroad expect a conflict may break 
out between Stalin and the Army. 
A conflict of this kind actually 
took place during the war when 
a part of the Army under Gen. 
Vlasov turned against Stalin—and 
joined the Germans. Even now 
many people sympathize with Vla- 
sov. The fact.that he rose against 
Stalin is what matters most to 
them. After the Vlasov experience 
Stalin and the party were on their 
guard. They took timely meas- 
ures, and also protected them- 
selves against returning war pris- 
oners, many of whom had seen 
Europe. 

In the Army older officers are 
gradually being replaced by new 
men. Today a commander of a 
regiment enust be a graduate of 
the Military Academy. The new 
commanders are young men well. 
trained in Communist ideology, 
devoted to the party and the 
regime. They receive good pay— 
10,000 to 12,000 rubles a month— 
and enjoy various privileges. As 


jeverywhere, a purge is also being 


carried out in the Army. 


Returned Prisoners ' “Shifted.” 
Of the returning war prisoners 
a part come back to their fami- 
lies after thorough “shifting,” 
another part is in the Army, and 
many have just “vanished.” 

Stalin is supposed to have com- 
mitted a major blunder in mis- 
treating the former prisoners of 
war. It really makes no differ- 
ence. Whatever he does now, the 
Russian people will never forgive 
him for what he did earlier. He 
knows that prisoners who have 
seen another life will always be 
witnesses against him, Therefore, 
they are his enemies, and hence 
“enemies of the people.” In this, 
as in everything else, Stalin re- 
mains consistent. ° 
For various reasons, including 
the effect abroad, persecution of 
the Church was stopped.in war- 
time, In Moscow there are now 
four churches, and they are al- 
ways overflowing. The upkeep of 
the churches is expensive, since 
in addition to taxes, they must 
pay palm-oil to avoid trouble. In 
the villages there are practically 
no churches. The religious semi- 
nary in Moscow attracts few stu- 
dents—not because believers are 
few, but because nobody trusts 
the Government, Persecution may 
start again any time, 

If an evolution of the govern- 
ment is impossible and a revolu- 
tion against it is also impossible 
—where are we heading? 


We are heading for war. 
Nobody here wants war. No- 


in .very limited. circles. One hesi-| 


Balkans, the Dardanelles and: 
Asia, Stalin will present new. 
demands and with even more 
impudence. ‘ 

Stalin’s formidable propaganda 
machine will continue to be di- 
rected toward hammering into 
Russian heads the idea that 
“foreign capitalists,” “reactionar- 
les” and “fascists’ are girding for 
war against Russia and the Rus- 
sian people; that, like Hitler, they 
are plotting the invasion of Rus- 
sia, her dismemberment and 
spoiliation, and a new form of 
foreign slavery. 

Propaganda May Succeed. 


Since many burned their fingers 
on Hitler, and paid for it dearly, 
this propaganda may become ef- 
fective, It is of utmost importance 
that America dispel such doubts, 
and make it clear by deeds, not, 
just by words, that ske is hostile 
to Stalin’s regime, but friendly to 
the Russian people, and that she 
has never contemplated any inter- 
ference in our domestic affairs. 


Since Stalin’s aggression is 
sure to continue, America will 
soon have to grapple with prob- 
lems of political, as well as 
military, strategy. 


By a false approach and mis- 
understanding of Russian psy- 
chology, America may alienate 
our people and turn them, as in 
Hitler’s time, into involuntary 
allies of the regime. But as yet 
America is. still very popular in 
this country, 


I do not know how it can be 
done, but something must be un- 
dertaken to inject faith into our 
people who have lost heart, and to 
help them overcome, thejr apathy. 
They must gain the assurance that 
they have friends who are worried 
about their future. And they must 
gain a clear idea what to do when 
the decisive hour strikes. 


In this respect, democratic Rus- 
sian refugees may prove helpful. 
I do not. know much about them, 
but I think that an important task 
is incumbent on them; They are 
probably best qualified to make it 
clear to public opinion. abroad that 
Stalin’s totalitarianism has no 
greater enemy than the Russian 
people, and that therefore in the 
future war the Russians will side 
with America against the regime. 


Furthermore, they must bring 
home to the nations where they 
live the importance of a correct, 
far-sighted and democratic policy 
toward Russia—before, during and 
after the coming war. 

If this policy succeeds in con- 
vincing the Russians that their 
freedom and independence are 
not menaced by foreign nations, 
then the future may still hold out 
hope for all of us.

What can I use to keep weevils 
out of dry beans?—Mrs. Wm. J. 
Smith, O’Fallon, Il. 

Fumigate now with one ounce 
of carbon bisulphide to the bushel 
in tight container for at least a 
day and a half, that is, about 36 
hours. Heating in range oven is 
effective, too, but danger is in 
overheating, by which beans be- 
come hard and do not cook well. 
Neither heated, nor fumigated 
beans make good seed.

We have been re- 
quested to send her some flower 
seeds, but are at a loss to what 
would be the best selections—

What would grow best depends 
somewhat on whether the child 
lives at sea level or higher in the 
islands.

SPLIT-UP REICH FARMS 
HOLDING BACK OUTPUT 


tone Officials Seek to Con- 
solidate Them—Average 32 
Acres in One Area.

FRANKFURT-AM -MAIN,* Ger- 
many-—The current problem of 
agricultural experts concerned 
with the job of raising low-level 


German farm production, here in 
Hesse province, is how to make 
big farms out of little ones. 

It seems the German family 
custom of divvying up the lands 
among children has cut down the 
size of the average farm to 32 
acres, split into a crazy-quilt of 
fractional fields. 

To work such farms means in- 
creased labor for reduced output, 
because -so much time is con- 
sumed in getting to and from the 
various small strips that make up 
a farmer’s acreage. 

John Lynn, former North Caro- 
lina county agent, who heads the 
Food and Agriculture Committee 
of the British-American occupa- 
tion zones’ economic setup in Ger- 
many, told me about the task of 
measuring these various strip 
farms, 

“We sent out a man to measure 
up, with a chain, a farm of 82 
acres.

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The Cane Is Ripe 


It's Sorghum-Making 
Time in the Ozarks 


By Leonard Hall 


ESTERDAY afternoon we drove over to Jim Baker's place, 

buried deep in the timber to the west of Caledonia, and 

brought home a bucket of fresh-made sorghum. They'd 

finished boiling for the day, but still had about half their cane 

patch left to go. Sorghum 

i making is a big task but the 

result is worth the effort. 

When the cane is ripe, each 

stalk must be stripped of its 

leaves, which are normally 

fed to the livestock, either 

green or cured as fodder. 

The heavy head of seed 

which tops the stalk is also 

dried and used as feed for 

poultry, hogs and cattle. 

Then the cane is cut and 

hauled in to the grinding 

mili—generally a horse-oper- 

ated mill where patient old 

Dobbin goes round and 

round as the stalks are fed 

into the press and the juice 

comes running slowly out. 

Next step in the process is 

to carry the juice to where 

| the big boiling pan awaits 

over the wood fire. When you're doing a professional job of 

sorghum making, a regular furnace is built out in the open, 

something like a barbecue pit. It is some six feet long by 30 

inches wide and about the same height, open at the front end 

with a chimney at the back. The boiling pan fits on the open 

top of the furnace which is fired with a slow fire—just enough 

to keep the syrup boiling. This pan is shallow and is divided 

horizontally into some six or eight compartments, with small 

openings between each partition. The juice is poured in at 

one end and starts to flow slowly toward the back of the 

pan, being held in check by each partition. The foam which 

rises to the top is constantly skimmed away, the syrup thickens 

and by the time it reaches the back of the pan, the process is 

complete. Then it is drained off in big lard cans to cool before 
being packed in small buckets of gallon or half gallon size.

They had been 
hard at work yesterday since well before daylight, 
with the Queen boy helping them, and had turned out 
30 gallons of syrup. Besides their own cane, they have 
been boiling out some sorghum for neighbors who cut 
their own cane and bring it in to Jim’s place.

@ | MENTIONED, THE OTHER, DAY, flushing a eovey of 
quail in which the young birds were barely big enough to fly. 
Well, early this morning Ed and I went out to the field which 
we are tilling to get ready for Balbo rye for winter pasture. As 
we reached the end of the first row, Ed happened to glance 
down and said, “Look down there in that patch of lespedeza. 
See that little quail?” I had to look twice, but there it was, a 
baby quail no bigger than the end of my thumb, hiding so 
skilifully that you had to look several times to see him. We 
scouted around for the parent birds but found neither them 
nor this little fellow’s brothers and sisters, although they were 
probably not more than a dozen feet away. This is one covey 
which will just about be big enough to fly when the season 
starts and I hope we can carry the whole bunch over until 
next year to serve as seed stock. ; 
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This afternoon, as 1 was putting the tractor 
in the shed, Mama called excitedly from the garden. 
I hurried up, just too late to see a big Cooper’s hawk 
which had braved the open country around our chicken 
house to attempt a raid on the hens. Apparently he 
had dived at one of the old girls, for it was a cry of 
distress that had brought Mama on the run. But she 
had arrived in time and now the whole flock, including 
the rooster, were making a tremendous ‘fuss from inside 
the chicken housé. Empty-headed as chickens are, 
they seem to know that the arrival of a human means 
the end of danger, for once we were on hand, they came 
tumbling out into the chicken yard again. 
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@ j JUST AFTER THAT EXCITEMENT, Adams of the For- 
est Service dropped by to see how our bees were getting along. 
Early in the summer, we'd let him take three of our stands 
over to Fredericktown to help start him out in the bee business 
—and also because we've been too busy to give them proper 
care. He reported a very poor honeyflow for the entire season. 
I took advantage of his being here to open up our two remain- 
ing hives. Both seem healthy and in good shape, but neither 
colony has been able to store any surplus honey during this 
long summer of dry weather. The hive bodies are heavy, indi- 
cating plenty of food to take the bees through the winter. But 
we're going to miss having our own supply this year, I expect 
mext spring we will want to re-queen these colonies in order 
to get them away to a good start. Adams reported seeing a 
flock of eight young wild turkeys feeding along one of the 
forest roads not far away—the first I’ve heard about this year. 
Here’s hoping the poachers don’t get them and that they 
manage to survive and multiply. Our turkey population in 
the Ozarks is down to a point where every bird illegally killed 
helps cut the chances of survival for this great game species. 
Well—although not all the fall crops are in, we're off for a 
couple of days fishing on the Current river.

O Allan Odell of Minneapolis, 

sometimes known as the fence- 

post poet, life is just one jingle 
after another. As advertising 
manager of the Burmha-Vita Co. 
and daddy of all the Burma 
Shave jingles which dot the high- 
ways from coast to coast, he has 
become a connoisseur of corn. 


There is, for example, the time 
that the company used this jingle 
in its roadside signs: 


Free! Free! 
A Trip 
To Mars 
For 900 
Empty Jars 
Burma Shave 


A few months after this appeal- 
ing offer appeared, a man wrote 
in from Albany, N.Y., to say that 
he had collected 898 empty jars 
and two full jars. Just as soon as 
the full jars were empty, he 
wanted his trip to Mars. How 
about it? 


It took the genial Allan Odell 
a week to think up the answer 
to that one. Finally, he sent the 
fan a jingle reading: 


If a trip to Mars you’d earn, 
Remember friend, there’s no 
return, 


He heard no more from the jar 
collector. ' 

A hearty man with a pleasant 
laugh and a youthful look despite 
hig gray hair, Odell explains that 
some of the jingles submitted to 
his firm are funny, some of them 
corny, and some of them both. 
The last is the type his company 
buys at $100 apiece. 

The whole thing got started 
back in 1924, which was the first 
year of the Burma-Vita Co. That 
year, things weren’t going so well. 


' ‘The company was and still is head- 


ed by Clinton Odell, as president, 
assisted by his two sons, Allan and 
Leonard, The father was ill and 
his physician had advised him to 
leave his insurance business and 
try something else.

That first year, they worked 
themselves into a lather and just 
scraped through.The second year, 
things took a definite turn for the 
worse.

His 
traveling companion, the company 
secretary, promptly whipped out a 
jar containing just enough of 
Batch 153 for a single shave. Clin- 
ton Odell proceeded with a razor. 
To his delight and amazement, 
153 neatly removed his whiskers. 


Filled with boundless enthusi- 
asm, the three Odells went into 
production on 153. Nothing hap- 
pened, A shaving cream is a shav- 
ing cream, the public seemed to 
say. Things were desperate. The 
Odells needed money at once, and 
in large amounts.

Somewhat gloomily and without 
much confidence, Allan wheedled 
$200 from his father and went 
forth into the Minnesota woods. 
He thoughtfully provided himself 


‘with a pickup truck and some sec- 


ond hand lumber. He sawed up 
the lumber and on the pieces,. he 
printed the great-granddaddy of 


all the Burma 
come: 

“Cheer up, 
Over.” 

He put up the signs in the 
countryside around Albert Lea 
and then went into Albert Lea 
and forced the reluctant local

Last year, the company grossed 
over $3,000,000 as the cash regis- 
ter jangled a blithe accompani- 
ment to the Burma Shave jingles, 

Since it was obvious that not 
even Allan Odell could bear up 
under the strain of producing all 
of the jingles used by the -com- 
pany, the Odells began to buy 
their rhymes from free-lance 
poets, paying $25 apiece for the 
first few and rapidly stepping the 
price up to $100, 

. * . 
VERY year, some 10,000 fence- 
EF post poets submit some 50,000 
jingles and from -these are 
picked the 25 to be used for the 
coming year. At first, the jingles 
selected didn’t necessarily rhyme, 
but now most of them do, For ex- 
ample, Allan Odell’s first attempt, 
Cheer up, Face, the War is Over, 
became: 
Hinky-Dinky 
Parley-Voo 
Cheer up 
Face 
The War is Thru 
Burma Shave. 

The Burma Shave rhyme of all 
time, in the company’s opinion, 
came from the pen of one M 
Sweeney of Buffalo, N.Y., and 
read like this: 

“Within this vale 
Of toil and sin 
Your head 

Grows bald 

But not your chin 
Burma Shave.” 

This jingle, according to Allan 
Odell, was long a favorite of 
Christopher Morley’s. 

Of the 50,000 jingles submitted 
each year, about two-thirds are 
completely hopeless. But with 
real regrets, the board does turn 
down some jingles which‘are as 
corny as a hoedown and as funny 
as a Henry Morgan gag. They 
can’t be used for any number of 
very good reasons, the chief one 
being that they are slightly off- 
color. Typical of those which get 
this brush-off are these: 

My man 
Won't shave 
Sez Hazel Huz 
But I should worry 
Dora’s does 
Burma Shave. 
And this one: 
Listen, birds 
These signs 
Cost: money 
So roost awhile 
But don’t get funny 
Burma Shave. 

The Odells like these very much 
and were a little sad at having to 
pass them up. Some 25 per cent 
of the jingles used each. year are 
safety jingles, typified by this one 
which will be used next year and 
which, to date, has not made an 
appearance on anybody’s roadside 
signs anywhere: 


A man who passes 
On hills and curves 
Is not a man 

Of iron nerves 
He’s crazy— 
Burma Shave. 


According to the late Alexander 
Woollcott, who was much interest- 
ed in the roadside jingles, the 
signs have a strong appeal be- 
cause they practically hypnotize

the motorist into reading a whole 
set, once he has started. 


“Woollcott told me that trying 
to pass up the signs requires the 
same will power that it takes to 
eat just one peanut,” Allan Odell 
Says. 

The signs themselves. have never 
been safety hazards, time and 
trial have proved. The reason that 
the signs are painted serially is 
that the motorist is able to read 
a few words at a glance without 
turning his head. And to read 
the jingles at all, he must drive 
at a safe rate of speed, the Odells 
insist. 

It costs the company over $100, 

a year to paint, place and 
maintain the signs, some $35,000 
of which goes to pay farmers for 
the use of their land. The signs 
are painted in the company’s own 
shop and are loaded onto trucks 
manned by crews. Today, 6000 sets 
are on the roadsides and this 
number will be increased to 7000 
shortly. 


The signs are spaced about 100 
feet apart and are bolted to fence- 
high iron or wooden posts. The 
jingles are completely changed 
once a year—in the springtime in 
the North and the East, and in the 
fall and winter throughout the 
South and the West. Even the 
color of the signs is changed. In 
even years, the color is red and 
in the odd years, it is yellow. That 
is, excepting in South Dakota,

where red 
There the company uses blue. 


The signs are seen in 44 states 
in the union. Only Massachusetts, 
Arizona, Nevada and New Mexico 
are without them because light 
traffic in these states does not 
warrant their use. 


The Burma Shave rhymes fre- 
quently pop up in cartoons and 
in radio gags such as: “He got 
his education reading Burma 
Shave signs.” Imitation has been 
a compliment often paid them. 
But somehow the imitations never 
come off and after a while, they 
just disappear. The American 
motorist has come to think of all 
roadside signs as ending with 
Burma Shave.

Make Tough Kids Good Citizens

MARTINSVILLE, Ind., Oct. 4. 
LBERT MERRITT, a 
Negro porter whose parents 
were slaves, is founder and 

president of an all-white boys’ 

club, His tips at the Martins- 
ville Sanitarium have kept it 
going for 44 years. 

Even the clubhouse, a small 
converted warehouse along the 
railroad tracks, was bought .in 
1926 with a $1000 accumulation 
of nickels and dimes, 

Albert Merritt’s club gets no 
money from the Community 
Fund and never has had a big 
donation. Merritt is a bachelor, 
living and eating at the sani- 
tarium, and the club is his 
family. 

Martinsville is a city of 5000 
persons with only one other 
Negro besides Albert. . The city 
has two furniture 
medicinal water, a hosiery mill 
and the world’s largest goldfish 
hatchery—but no parks or play- 
grounds. It recently bought a 
park site four miles out of

matoes that must be promptly 
harvested when that first killing 
frost,comes. Most gardners gath- 
er in all of the usable green toma- 
toes. Thrifty imaginative home- 
makers have found many good 
ways to use them up. Those show- 
ing streaks of red are laid away 
any place where room tempera- 
ture prevails and in a few days 
those streaked with red will get 
ripe enough to use in salad or for 
broiling. 

The whitish green ones make 
excellent dill or bread and butter 
pickles and India relish and gréen 
tomato pie and most any family 
will welcome one of these pies 
every season as well as pan-fried 
green tomatoes. When cut in 
quarters and added to lamb or 
beef stew, they make a delicious 
and attractive contribution. 


Braised Lamb Shank With Green 
Tomatoes. 

Four lamb shanks (2 Ibs.), one 
small clove garlic, two teaspoons 
salt and pepper, two tablespoons 
flour, three tablespoons shorten- 
ing, one and one-half. cups water, 
one-fourth cup chopped onion, 
one-fourth small bay leaf. 

Buy front shanks of lamb cut 
off at shoulder and have butcher 
cut off bone up where meat be- 
gins. Wipe meat with damp cloth 
and make an incision in each 
shank and in each insert one- 
fourth of the peeled garlic clove. 
Roll shank in flour. Heat short- 
ening in Dutch oven until it siz-. 
zles then brown shanks in hot 
fat slowly until deeply browned 
(about 30 minutes), turning often. 
Remove shanks and add remain- 
ing’ flour to fat and blend well, 
then add water and chopped 
Onion and bay leaf. Stir and cook 
until thickened. Return shanks 
to gravy. Cover, reduce heat to 
simmering stage and cook until 
very tender, from one to one and 
one-fourth hours. Serve very hot 
with fluffy rice or mashed pota- 
toes. Garnish with pan-fried 
green tomatoes. Four to five 
servings. 

Pan-Fried Green Tomatoes. 


Four large green tomatoes (one 
and one-half pounds), one-fourth 
cup flour, ome .teaspoon sugar, 
one-half teaspoon salt, pepper, 
one-fourth cup shortening. 

Wash tomatoes, remove core 
and a thin slice from blossom end, 
then cut in half inch crosswise 
slices. Blend flour, sugar, salt 
and pepper. Melt shortening in 
skillet, dip tomato slices in flour 
mixture and lay them gently into 
hot shortening. Cook rather fast 
until browned on under side, Turn 
over, reduce heat and, cook only 
until] soft all the way through. 
Serve immediately. 

Dilled Green Tomatoes. 
Four to five medium, green to- 
matoes, three-fourths cup mixed 
pickling spice, fresh or dry dill, 
two cups white vinegar, one and 
one-half cups salt, two gallons 
water. - 

Choose shapely tomatoes free 
from blemishes. Do not remove 
core or blossom end. Wash and 
drain. Place half the spices and 
a thick layer of dill in a clean 
five-gallow stone jar. Add the 
tomatoes which should fill the jar 
to within four or five inches of 
the top. Mix the last three -in- 
gredients well and pour enough 
of it over the tomatoes to cover 
them. Place a thick layer of dill 
over the top and add rest of the.

Spending for Secur- 
ity Up Tenfold, 
Nation Shares Role 


With U.S.

FLYING visit to Canada in-

with the able and energetic 
Minister of National Defense, 
Brooke Claxton. Citizens of the 
United States should have a great 
and continuing interest in Can- 
ada’s military program, for Can- 
ada’s security is bound up with 
ours by the inexorable chains of 
geography. 
The Canadian postwar attitude 
toward defense expenditures is! 
very different from that prevail- 
ing prior to the war. In the late 
1920s and the 1930s, the Canadian 
defense bill ran around $15,000,000 
to $25,000,000, and the size of the 
permanent military establishment 
(regulars) was in 1939 only 4500 
for the Army, 3000 for the Navy 
and 1750 for the Air Force —a 
jtotal of barely over 9000 men for 
‘}a country with a population of 
about 11,000,000. 


Forces Provided For. 

The defense budget this year 
calls for the expenditure of $240,- 
000,000, which will provide perma- 
nent forces totaling 38,400 men. 
This will be about 12 percent of 
the total budget. The permanent 
force will include 18,750 in the 
Army, 7500 in the Navy, and 12, 
150 in the Air Force. The reserve 
forces (formerly called militia, 
not too well provided for) have as 
their targets for this year a 
strength of 50,000 for the Army, 
6000 for the Navy and 10,000 for 
the Air Force. Their organiza- 
tion, training and co-ordination 
with the regular forces is now 
being given the most careful at- 
tention. 
It is evident from these figures 
that the Canadian government and 
the Canadian people are no longer 
|; a8 Berenely indifferent to their re- 

sponsibilities for their own secur- 
ity, and for their part in world 
security, @s they were before 
World War II taught us ail such 
a sharp lesson. They are, in fact, 
duplicating the change of attitude 
in this respect which has taken 
place in the United States.

They are spending ten times as 
much money on their defense, 
they are maintaining regular 
a four times as strong, and |- 

ey are giving vastly increased Ls— 
attention to the efficiency of their suonetensalatnodstkes rhooascbolene 
reserve forces, as well as spending 
a great deal of money on research 
and on industrial organization for 
defense. While the percentage of 
their budget devoted to defense 
purposes is not as great as ours, it 
should be remembered that Canada 
has no share in occupation costs, 
nor is it necessary for that coun-, 
try to maintain wide-flung military 
outposts or the greatest Navy in 
the world, as we must do, 
The whole Canadian defense set- 
up is closely co-ordinated with that 
of the United States. When I was 
in Ottawa, there were fourteen 
United States officers attached to 
Canadian Defense Headquarters, 
not just as liaison afficers or ob- 
servers, but as working members 
of the team. A similar number of 
Canadian officers are to be found 
in the Pentagon at Washington. 
Students and instructors are ex- 
changed between the service 
schools and training establish- 
ments of the two services; a step 
forward in this direction will be 
taken when the new Canadian 
National Defense College gets un- 
der way next year. The Permanent 
Joint Board of Defense is function- 
ing quietly and efficiently, and 
much is being done to standardize 
the military equipment of the two 
countries. 

Defense In Arctic. 

In the crucial matter of defense 
arrangements in the Arctic, the 
Canadians are going ahead with 
the establishment of weather and 
radar stations, and also in the 
field of research and experiment,

IVE years ago Leslie B. Olian, who owns a dry goods store at 
4545 Easton avenue, found his shelves overcrowded with rem- 
nants, the accumulations from depleted bolts of sewing materials. 
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is shop's manager and only sales clerk. 
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In a narrow canyon formed by heaps of cloth, a male customer 
appraises piece of blanketing the right size for a crib. 
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His son and helper, Cyril F. Olian, was in the Army. There were not 
enough store employes to tackle the tedious, expensive job of meas- 
uring the odds and ends, putting on price tags, folding the pieces 
again for display. 

Olian hit upon a solution that so far as he knows still is unique 
in the United States. He piled up his problem inventory and sold 
it by the pound. 

A block from his store was a one-room empty store building. 
Olian rented it with an understanding that when his merchandise 
was gone, in what he estimated would be a month or so, he would 
move out again. He didn’t bother to put up shelves or counters. 
On old: packing cases, short lengths of muslin, blanket materials, 
corduroy, flannelette, cotton print and sheeting were rolled up and 
stacked almost to the ceiling. 

Customers were invited to paw through the piles at will, taking 
selections. to the back of the room. There items were put on scales,

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Patrons found that the 80 cents a pound they paid for short 
lengths of 36-inch-wide bleached muslin was equivalent to only 20 
cents a yard, approximately half the price bolt goods now bring. 
Other goods were proportionately low; the word got around. 

It didn’t take Olian long to realize he had an idea on his hands. 
Within six months, his Pound Shop had burst through a partition into 
an adjoining building. And his conventional older store couldn't 
supply remnants fast enough to keep the new one in merchandise. 

On buying tours, the merchant began including stops at mills 
and factories that made dresses, coats, blankets, numerous special 
fabrics. He bought remnants or “ends” ‘by the bale. Since he paid 
by the pound, selling by the same measure continues to be a simple, 
logical merchandising technique. | 

Only a casual inventory is kept of Pound Shop merchandise. 
When a heap of goods begins to flatten out it is replenished or the 
remainder moved over to make way for contents of another bale.

REENBELT, Maryland, a community of some 8000 
persons 14 miles -northeast of Washington, is 
observing its tenth anniversary. In so doing it 

fulfills the expectations of its planners and confounds 
esoae Soe. its critics. | 

, of the first completely planned communities in 
the United States, Greenbelt was a New Deal project. 
There were two purposes in building Greenbelt. One 
was to provide work in the latter days of the depression. 
The other was to found a community that would offer 
American families better homes, better health, better 
environmental conditions at rents they could afford. 

It is beside the point to argue whether the Govern- 
ment's original expenditure of $13,000,000 was justified. 
The debit still is on the Treasury's books. It is not being 
amortized nor is interest being paid. And it is estimated 
that, due to the desire in 1937 to provide a subsistence 


‘ wage for as many workers as possible, the Government 


spent some $5,000,000 more than a private contractor 
might have charged. 

The original expenditure, however, was earmarked 
for ‘straight relief. As it stands, the Government has a 
valuable asset in property which pays its own way and 
has been a source of inspiration to other community 
planners. 
The original town of 885 dwelling units was built 
on a portion of a 3300-acre reserve. Row houses and 
apartments v om one to three stories and the living 
units consist o m one-and-one-half to seven rooms. 
The schools, central shopping and recreational center 


and other public structures are of contemporary design. 
The long irregular blocks and wide belts of lawn and 
park give a feeling of space and freedom. 

Persons with incomes of more than $3000 a year are 
not eligible for admission. Most of the wage-earners are 
Government workers. Of the original tenants, 313 still 
live in the town. Rents range from $18 to $60 a month, 
varying with income and type of dwelling, and dre paid 
to the Federal Public Housing Authority as landlord. 

Greenbelt is incorporated as a regular municipality 
under Maryland law, has a council-manager form of 
government, provides the normal municipal services and 
makes payments in lieu of taxes to Prince Georges 
County and Maryland. 

All the commercial enterprises except the munic- 
ipally-operated swimming pool are run by Greenbelt 

nsumer Services, Inc., which leases buildings from 
the Government for a percentage of gross business— 
about $60,000 this year. 

The “monopolistic” character of this co-operative 
enterprise recently was attacked by the House Small 
Business subcommittee headed by Representative Walter 
C. Ploeser, St. Louis Republican, who has a long 
anti-New Deal record. . 

Membership in the co-operative gives residents a 


stake in the community that helps compensate for lack 


of individual home ownership. Community projects 
include a credit union, pre-paid health’ service plan, 
nursery school and an organization that hopes some 
day to arrange for mutual ownership of Greenbelt.
